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Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Meredith: 


It is a privilege to present the Town Report for 1958. 
This report contains the annual audit report, other Town 
Officials reports and statistical statements. 


An important inclusion in this report is a comparison of 
the 1958 and contemplated 1959 Budgets. The adopted 
1958 Budget totaled $202,410.00. The 1959 Budget as approv- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen totals $237,604.13, repre- 
senting an increase of $35,294.13. 


The following comments are offered in explanation of 
the reasons for the major increases: 


General Government—Increase $2,085.00. Of this amount 
an increase of $1,940.00 is requested for operating ex- 
penses under Town Hall & Buildings, due largely because 
of anticipated repairs and alterations to the Munici- 
pal Building. 


Police Department—Increase $1,710.00. In anticipation 
of adding one full time police officer. 


Sewer Maintenance—Increase $4,000.00. While this 
amount shows as an increase, actually through error, 
the amount budgeted in 1958 should have been $8,000.00 
instead of $4,000.00. 


Winter Maintenance—Increase $8,000.00. Our 1958 oper- 
ating expenses totaled $22,391.93 or $7,391.93 over the 
budgeted figure of $15,000.00. With expenses to date 
in 1959 running high, there is no sound basis for assum- 
ing that we can operate for less than our 1958 costs. 


General Expense—Increase $1,100.00. Our 1958 expenses 
exceeded the budgeted figure by $9,890.47. This was 
caused principally because of extensive repairs to our 
equipment. Reconditioning the Walters Sno-Fiter cost 
about $4,500.00. This expense was entirely unanticipated. 
Between January and April when we traded two dump 
trucks extensive overhauls had to be made to keep 
them in operating condition. The $1,100.00 increase 
requested is I believe a reasonable one. 
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Street Lighting—Increase $3,975.00. This is in antici- 
pation of the favorable vote of the Town to share a 
portion of Street Lighting expense now borne by the 
Precinct. 


Sidewalk Construction—Increase $1,000.00. It is felt that 
the usual appropriation request of $1,000.00 is not 
sufficient to effect, in any one year, appreciable im- 
provements. 


Principal & Interest Payments—Increase $14,549.13. 
This increase is due because of note issues authorized 
at the 1958 Town Meeting. 


It is hard to predict how much this increase will effect 
the tax rate, because of the property revaluation project 
now going on. However, if we forget the new valuations 
and base our figures on past average gain in valuation, the 
increase would amount to between $4.00 and $5.00. 


In reviewing the year 1958 I will confine my remarks 
to ROADS. The maintaining and major improvements to 
roads is a costly problem. The cost of obtaining materials 
and delivery to site is increasing yearly. Ledge and ledge 
out-croppings are invariably encountered. A good road base 
requires the removal of this ledge, hence extensive blasting 
is necessary and adds appreciably to the expense. 


During the year major improvements and reconstruc- 
tion was done on the following roads: | 


Lower Bay Road, on the west side of Lake Winnisquam ; 
Hatch Corner Road, Happy Home Road, Cummings Cove 
Road and Dover Street. As a Town Road Aid project 
Livingstone Road from the intersection of Parade Road to 
Decelles was reconstructed. 


During the year approximately 1,200 feet of culvert 
pipe was installed. This includes replacements and new 
locations. Also, about 31,400 gallons of asphalt was applied 
to our streets and roads. To some this gallonage may seem 
large, but to get only about 50% of our roads treated with 
ashpalt would take many many times this figure. 


I would like to take this opportunity to comment on 
Article 13 of the 1959 Town Warrant. This article requests 
the voters consideration for an appropriation of money to 
start major improvements for boating facilities in Mere- 
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dith Bay. The article is sponsored by the Meredith Planning 
Board. This Board has labored many hours in programming 
this project. I like to feel that we all recognize the benefits 
that can accrue to Meredith from an orderly planned develop- 
ment of the Bay area, and I hope you will give this Article 
your enthusiastic support. 


In conclusion I wish to extend my thanks to the Board of 
Selectmen and all other Town and Precinct officials and em- 
ployees for their support, cooperation and understanding in 
the past year. May I thank too, you, the citizens of Meredith, 
each and every one, for your courteous understanding of 
the problems involved in conducting your town affairs.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector, Town Clerk, Library Treasurer, Trustees of 
Trust Funds and Municipal Court. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1957-December 
31, 1958: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1957 
and December 31, 1958, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As 
indicated therein, the Net Debt increased by $59,190.70 
during 1958. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the 
factors which caused the change indicated therein.

Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit H) 


A statement of outstanding long term indebtedness as 
of December 31, 1958, showing annual debt service require- 
ments, is contained in Exhibit H. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as well 
as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked 
by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and ex- 
penditures verified. Book balances were verified by com- 
parison with reconciled bank balances made from statements 
obtained from depository banks. Verification of uncollected 
taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers 
as indicated by the Collector’s records. The amounts of 
uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in this report 
are therefore subject to any changes which may be necessi- 
tated by the return of verification notices. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus—Deficit: 


It is noted that the current financial condition of the 
Town changed from a Current Surplus of $3,816.97 to a 
Current Deficit of $25,023.73, during 1958, as shown 
herewith:

Provisions should be made in the 1959 budget for an 
appropriation to cover the whole or a part of the Current 
Deficit of $25,023.73. In order that the tax rate may not be 
increased too sharply in one year, it is suggested that annual 
appropriations for a part of the deficit be made over a per-- 
iod of years until such time as the current deficit is entirely 
liquidated. 


Motor Vehicle Permits: 


Attention is called to Chapter 260, Section 4, of the Re- 
vised Statutes Annotated, as amended by Chapter 13 of the 
Laws of 1957, which provides as follows: 


“260:4 Payment of Poll Tax Required. No person 
shall obtain a permit to register a motor vehicle, or 
license to operate a motor vehicle, without first 
showing or causing to be shown to the issuing per- 
son a tax collector’s receipt for the payment of any 
poll and head taxes for which he is liable for the 
preceding year or without first executing an affi- 
davit under the pains and penalties of perjury, that 
he has paid all poll and head taxes for the preced- 
ing year for which he is liable or been lawfully re- 
lieved from such payment by reason of exemption 
or abatement; provided, however, that a permit or 
registration or license, as the case may be, may 
be issued if the selectmen or assessors shall certify 
that in their opinion the applicant should be grant- 
ed such permit, registration, or license even though 
such taxes have not been paid.’’ 


No permit to register a motor vehicle should be issued 
by the Town Clerk to any person unless the provisions of 
this section of the Law have been complied with. 
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Town Treasurer’s Surety Bond: 


The surety bond of the Town Treasurer should be in- 
creased from $15,000.00 to $25,000.00, in order that the 
amount of the bond may be more commensurate with the 
amount of funds in the custody of the Treasurer. 


Balance Due from Tax Collector: 


As indicated by Exhibits C-1 and C-3, as of December 
31, 1958 the amount of $690.43 was due the Town from the 
Tax Collector. This is included as an Asset Account in the 
Balance Sheet. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, 
require that this report or the summary of findings and re- 
commendations (letter of transmittal) shall be published 
in the next annual report of the Town. This letter of trans- 
mittal should be included in its entirety but the publication 
of Exhibits is optional.

Your Police Department is proud to report that this year 
we were fortunate in not having a fatal motor vehicle acci- 
dent or a drowning. We were among the few communities 
in the state to receive from the Commissioner of Motor Vehi- 
cles, a certificate of achievement for completing the year 
without a fatal motor vehicle traffic accident. 


Through the efforts of our late Civilian Defense Direc- 
tor, Sheldon Miner, many needed items were secured for the 
department from Civilian Defense Surplus Property Lists. 
Again cooperating with the department and under his direc- 
tion, units were organized and instruction classes held in 
First Aid, Radiological Detection, and Auxiliary Police. The 
Auxiliary Police were equipped with hats, badges, whistles, 
etc. A great many people took advantage of these courses 
and through Mr. Miner’s interest and efforts I feel we are far 
ahead of most towns and cities in Civil Defense education 
and preparedness. 


Meredith has grown to the extent where the employment 
of another full time officer should seriously be considered. 
More demands are being made on the department each year 
for various services. During several months of the year I 
work ninety or more hours a week and am subject to call the 
balance of the time. With the reduced work week recently 
put in force by the State Police Department it is reasonable 
to assume that this could mean added work for your local 
department. 


This past year I have brought up to date and have on 
file a card system of all convictions which was never avail- 
able in the past. There are many letters to write, accident 
reports to prepare and file, records to compile plus all types 
of complaints to take care of and services to render. The 
following report will give you an idea of the activities handled 
by your Police Department during the past year.

YOU CAN HELP PREVENT FOREST FIRES 


Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning - brush, paper, 
leaves, grass, etc. Most of them are started without the 
required permit from the local forest fire warden. The cost 
of extinguishing these fires annually runs into large sums 
of money. 


According to law, responsible parties must pay the 
cost of putting them out. In addition, violators may be sub- 
ject to court prosecution with fines running as high as ($200) 
two-hundred dollars. 


In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate 
burning at home? Use your town dump. It has been set up 
for your personal convenience. It provides a suitable place 
for the disposal of dangerous inflammable waste material 
and other useless items which accumulate around the home 
and local stores; brush, etc. cut on your property. Eliminate 
the hazard of burning yourself. It will be easier for you — 
personally and financially. 

If, however, you do burn on your premises: 

1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire war- 
den - the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. Don’t 
leave it.
